Matyas Rakosi, First Secretary of the Hungarian Communist Party, 
has resigned, Radio Budapest said tonight. Rakosi announced his resigna- 


tion in a letter read at a meeting of the 
garian Communist Party today. 
The meeting was presided over 


by the Pre 


central committee of the Hun- 


mier, Andras Hegedues. 


The reagons given were Rakosi’s advanced age (65), and illness which had 
worsened in the past two years. 


Rokosi said in his letter that in “

Hepedues proposed that the

As far back as April it was

‘New York, July 18. 


The price policy of the Cocoa Marketing 
Board had reduced incentive to expand production 
in the Gold Coast and Nigeria and had apparently 
led to a reduced level of production in recent years, 
the United Nations said in a report issued here. 


The report, covering economic 
development in Africa in 1084- 
65, said that hitherto African 
Production of cocoa had been 
predominantly from amalthold- 
crs. It edded: “During 1955, 
however, the Agricultural Deve- 
lopment Corporation of the 
Gold Coast announced plans for 
the establishment of a large 
cocoa cstate. Between 250 and 
300 farmers have offered their 
land to the Conporation which 
in the 
project, 

“Experts from outside = the 
Gold Coast are to run the farm 
und the profits are to be shared 
equally between the Corpora- 
tion and the ‘farmers. The 
Cocoa Marketing Board Intends 
to finance two elmilar socicties 
under the management of the! 
Corporation when Ana be- 
comes available.
